Annual Report of the Vice-President, 

E. S. LEWIS, M. D. 



To Governor J. Y, Sanders: 

Your Excellency— The following digest of admin- 
istrative and executive work done in the Hospital during 
the past year 1S herewith submitted. For further details 
you are respectfully referred to the appended reports of 
committees and officers. 

Total cash receipts for the year were $202,958 32 and 
were less by $39,769 than receipts of 1909. The income 
from the regular sources of revenue was $200 439 93 and 
includes $11,250 of the State appropriation due in Decem- 
ber, 1908, and credited to the income of 1909. Although the 
appropriation for 1910 exceeded that of 1909 by $10 000 
if that sum be deducted from the $11,250 incidentally form- 
ing part of last year's income, the difference is only $1 250 
in excess of the revenues of 1909. 

_ Among the most important contributing causes of this 
falling off, notwithstanding the increased appropriation, 
may be mentioned shortages from auction sales, slaughter- 
house fees, rentals and licenses, amounting to $7,235.96. 
Of the Special Fund there was on deposit on the 1st of 
January, 1911, $40,911.95, and of the General Fund 
$5,912.87. 

Disbursements were $204,707.80, and exceeded the in- 
come by $4,267.87. This deficit was supplied from the 
Special Fund. 

Since the month of February of last year $17,411.95 
was diverted from this fund to meet current expenses. 

Disbursements for 1910 exceeded those of 1909 by 
$1,659,37. In this connection it is well to mention that 
1,740 more patients were admitted and treated than in 1909. 
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r with the high cost of foodstuff, greatly in- 
creased expenditures. An appri^ I of hospital prop- 
erties and inventories of the furnishings ordered by the 
Board and executed by Mr. Peter Gallagher estimates the 
valuation of the Hospital plant at $1,630,860.18. All Hos- 
pital properties are covered by insurance. 

During the year 12,098 patients were treated. This is 
the largest number ever recorded in the history of the Hos- 
pital. Of this number 9,700 were discharged, 1,579 died, and 
819 remained over on the January, 1911. The whites 

numbered 6,719, the colored 4,594. Of the white adult 
males there were 3,778, and 561 boys; of white adult fe- 
males, 1,999, and 381 girls. Of the colored adult males, 
2,734, and 141 boys; of the colored adult females, 1,586, and 
133 girls. In the maternity department there were 392 
births. The gross mortality was 13 per cent, and the net 
S per cent., after deducting the deaths occurring soon 
after admission, which numbered 506. 

In the out clinics 18,916 were treated, and 97,596 con- 
sultations were given. Emergency cases numbered 8,550 ; 
ambulance calls, 4,117; surgical operations, 4,117. Of these 
1,319 were performed in the Delgado Memorial. In the 
Pathological Department 17,733 specimens were examined, 
and in the Pasteur Institute 635 were treated for suspected 
rabies infection. 

The Registrar reports 11,410 tabulated histories. 
The Training School for Nurses averaged 104 for the 
year. Of this number there were graduated 33 on the 10th 
of December, 1910. 

In addition to the usual annual renovation of hospital 
properties, many improvements were made, of which the 
following are the most important : 

The kitchen was enlarged and remodeled; the laundry- 
supplied with additional machinery to meet needed require- 
ments; two passenger elevators and three dumb-waiters 
were installed in the Main Building, and the entire flooring 
of the hall on the first floor was removed and replaced by 
ceramic tiling, which adds to appearances, and is far more 
sanitary. 
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At the last Board meeting a report of Dr. Bel, Chair- 
man of the Medical Committee, was ordered to be incor- 
porated with the Annual Report. It urges the erection of 
an isolation hospital for infectious and contagious diseases; 
of an additional story to the Main Building for the relief 
of congested wards ; of a vacuum cleaning system, to pre- 
vent infection through dust; of a sterilizer for bedding; of 
a refrigerating plant for the preservation of the dead pend- 
ing burial; of a service for hydro- and electro- therapy; 
of a building with modern conveniences for the Sisters; 
and of suitable dormitories for the employees. The instal- 
lation of an ice and electric plant would also add to the 
efficiency of the service, and prove a saving in the end in 
the cost of ice and electric lighting. 

Funds are, however, wanting to meet these require- 
ments, which would make this institution the most perfect 
of its kind in this country. Meanwhile we may indulge in 
the hope that, with the growth of population and increase of 
wealth, means will be secured to effect at least the most 
urgent of the improvements required. 

We gladly take advantage of this opportunity to ex- 
press our appreciation and return our thanks to those who 
have rendered service to this Institution. 

To Sister Agnes, for the judgment, tact and business 
qualities shown in the performance of her functions, aided 
by the good Sisters, whose zeal, devotion to duty and Chris- 
tian virtues deserve the highest praise. To the able and 
efficient House Surgeon, Dr. J. A. Danna, whose qualifica- 
tions as a surgeon and executive officer eminently fit him 
for the position he fills, and to his two assistants, Drs.

To Capt. L. P. Delahoussaye, whose work has 
trebled under the new system of bookkeeping inaugurated 
by Auditor Smith. In the performance of the responsible 
and onerous duties of his office he has well earned the com- 
mendations of the Visiting Auditor and of the Board. To 
Mr. John Ponder, Chief Engineer, ever reliable, faithful 
and resourceful. To Mr. James R. Leake, Clerk, whose 
books are a model of neatness and painstaking. 
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To Mr. Jos. P. Walker, the efficient druggist, whose de- 
partment is admirably and economically conducted. 

To Dra. (J. L. I-'othier and M. Couret, his assistant i n 
charge of the Pathological Department and Pasteur Insti- 
tute. Their work is of materia] aid in diagnosis and treat- 
ment, and in preparing and applying the vaccine for rabies 
infection. 

To the Registrar. Dr. Patton, whose clerically-recorded 
and tabulated histories o as great value.

To the Board of Administrators of the Charity Hospital of 
Louisiana, New Orleans, La.: 

Preamble.* 

Gentlemen— Agreeable to a resolution of your Hon- 
orable Board Dr. Geo. S. Bel, Chairman of the Medical Com- 
mittee of the Board of Administrators, prepared and pre- 
sented a report showing the wants of the institution from a 
medical view. 

The report was carefully prepared and specific in its 
references, but no mention was made as to the cost of such 
additions or improvements, either fixed or approximate, 
Dr. Bel appreciating that such matters would be attended 
to by the proper committee. 

You were mindful of the fact that the financial concft* 
tion of our affairs was such as to make it impossible at the s 
moment to proceed with any one single improvement, re- 
gardless of its necessity, and were, therefore, all the more 
appreciative of the fact that to correct all the conditions 
set forth in Dr. Bel's report would approximate three- 
quarters of a million dollars, and were, therefore, beyond I 
our immediate hopes, unless some one mindful of the great 
charity work in which we are engaged would choose to do- 
nate funds to assist in carrying out the improvement out- 
lined. 

To meet the expressed view of the Administration it 
was resolved that the report of Dr. Bel be referred to a 
special committee composed of the House and Medical Com- 
mittees of the Board, with Dr. J. A. Danna, the House Sur- 
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geon of the Hospital, as an advisory connection, with in- 
struction to study carefully the report of Dr. Bel, ascertain, 
the coat of the improvements suggested, and report back to 
your honorable body, with the object in view that the Board 
would have before it at all times a perfect and comprehen- 
sive reference as to the wants of the institution as a whole, 
and by this means to make public our wants and deficiencies 
in the hope that a philanthropic citizenship would be cor- 
rectly informed as to our deficiencies, and further to enable 
the Board to approach our wants step by step, with a plan 
of the whole before us. 

Report.* 

The improvements suggested by Dr. Bel are : 

First. Better means for cleaning patients when ad- 
mitted to the Hospital and to keep them clean thereafter. 

Second. An increase in orderlies and attendants. 

Third. Carpenter shop. 

Fourth. Removing of all clothes worn by patients 
upon admission, the disinfection of same, and the furnish- 
ing of the Hospital clothes during their stay. 

Fifth. A sterilizer for sterilizing wearing apparel, 
bed clothing, mattresses and clothes. 

Sixth. A sterilizer in dressing-rooms for the purpose 
of sterilizing all dishes, pitchers, cups, jars, etc. 

Seventh. A thorough flushing daily of all dressing- 
rooms, wall and floors through a center outlet into sewer. 

Eighth. An Isolation Building for highly contagious 
and infectious diseases, scarlet fever, measles, diphtheria, 

etc. . 

Ninth. A sterilizer in medical service for sterilization 

of bedpans, urinals, etc. 

Tenth. A Detention Building for housing and sepa- 
rating cases under suspicion, or until a positive diagnosis 

be made. 

Eleventh. Automobile ambulance. 

Twelfth. Quarters for the help, male and female, em- 
ployed in the institution. 
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THIRTEENTH. Additional Hospital ward service to re- 
lieve the over-congested present conditions by additional 
story to main building. 

Fourteenth. Vacuum cleaning system throughout the 
Hospital buildings. 

FIFTEENTH. Garbage, waste and Pathological De- 
partment's accumulation destroyed by incineration process. 

Sixteenth. Refrigerating plant for the storage of 
dead bodies, to avoid putrefaction and decomposition pend- 
ing burial. 

Seventeenth. Exercising rooms, with necessary ap- 
paratus for restoration of function to limb and organ. 

Eighteenth. Hydro-therapeutic Department and X- 
Ray Department properly equipped. 

Nineteenth. New quarters for Sisters, and the use of 
present quarters for Hospital service. 

Before attempting to dwell upon the improvements sug- 
gested or their importance and advisability, the fact forcibly 
manifests itself that considerable improvements must be 
calculated for before the improvements could in any man- 
ner be considered. 

First. To arrange for better means of cleaning pa- 
tients; to arrange for flushing all surgical dressing-rooms, 
walls, etc., through a central outlet means an entire reno- 
vation of the plumbing of the Hospital. The present ser- 
vice is approximately fifty years old, ancient and antiquated, 
and by far insufficient as to facility for bathing, closets, 
urinals, etc. This improvement also means the building of 
two surgical dressing-rooms upon each floor of the Hos- 
pital Building, with tiled floors and walls, the present surgi- 
cal dressing-rooms having wooden floors and cement walls, 
making flushing as desired entirely impracticable. 

Second. Removing of clothes, disinfection and clean- 
ing of same, and the furnishing of Hospital linen to bed 
patients, mean additional laundry service. Our necessities 
in this connection have manifested themselves for five years 
back as entirely insufficient, requiring a new and modern 
laundry calculated to care for all of the laundry of the 
Hospital.

l; would not be amiss to add right here that we are at 
all times considering and improving the conditions and en- 
vironments of the patient, and, perhaps, overlook the com- 
fort and convenience of those who attend them, referring 
particularly to the Trained Head Nurses and Managers of 
the internal, domestic and medical affairs {from a trained 
nurse's standpoint) of the Hospital, the good Sisters of 
Charity, During ten continuous years of active service for 
the Charity Hospital the reader is impressed with the 
good fortune of the State of Louisiana and of the Ad- 
ministration in being able to retain the services of triese 
good women under the circumstances. There are but a lim- 
ited number of Sisters in the United States engaged _ in the 
sacrifice of time and labor to charity, and by far an insuffi- 
cient number to meet the call made for them from sources 
such as ours needing their services. I am reliably informed 
that the good Mother Superioress has been compelled to de- 
cline requests for service from as many as ten charitable in- 
stitutions because of lack of Sisters to send. All such re- 
quests carry with them, perhaps, satisfactory promises as 
to home accommodations superior to that we are at present 
furnishing our good Sisters, and yet the Mother, in the face 
of these conditions, prefers to take care of such institutions 
already provided for, and were it possible to send additional 
Head Nurses to them, rather than accept new responsibili- 
ties until the number of Sisters increase so as to permit her 
so to do. For that reason, and our thorough appreciation 
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of the fact that the sixty-odd Sisters of the Charity Hos- 
pital render services worth, approximately, by comparison 
with what we actually pay for Head Nurses, fifteen thousand 
dollars a year, and have done so for seventy-eight years 
past, thus saving the State over one-half million dollars; 
and, above the value of dollars and cents, their heartfelt 
and sincere sympathy, their great executive responsibility, 
the motherly care and guidance of the eighty-odd young 
women under them, for years and years, without a single, 
solitary breath of scandal or undignified behavior, should 
at least command at our hands that suitable and comfort- 
able quarters be assigned them that their stay in our insti- 
tution, with its hardships and discomforts as a consequence 
of their daily contact with people of diseased bodies, minds 
and morals, be made as pleasant, agreeable and as comfort- 
able as it is in our power to do. 

The Administration Building would do much towards 
improving these conditions, and should be given prompt and 
serious attention at your hands and at the hands of the 
rich citizenship of Louisiana. 

The various Hospital buildings, the Milliken, Delgado, 
office and main building, should be connected by glass-cov- 
ered ornamental-iron open sheds to protect the doctors, 
Sisters, nurses, help and patients who are now compelled, 
in rain or other inclement weather, to expose themselves in 
going to and fro from one of these buildings to the other. 

Again, the improvement of the conditions as to the 
morgue necessitates the erection of an ice plant and the pur- 
chase of an electric generator. This investment will, how- 
ever, meet the requirements as to the morgue, and will at 
the same time enable us to furnish direct current to the 
X-Ray rooms, and give us additional lights on the ground, 
and manufacture our own ice. During the year 1910 we 
purchased $2,419.85 of ice. 

Auto-Ambulancq. — Realizing the great advantage in 
bringing patients in emergency cases to the Hospital as 
promptly as possible, the service of our automobile ambu- 
lance having been demonstrated beyond question that it was 
both a practical and economical acquisition, and, to the 
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credit of the donor, has been the direct means of saving 
lives, we point out that the Hospital, to meet the demands of 
this department, requires another such automobile ambu- 
lance, as it happens daily that the automobile ambulance is 
out on a call when phone messages are received for another 
call. 

Apart from the suggestion of Dr. Bel as to an addi- 
tional story to the main building, Dr. Danna makes a mo.- 
valuable suggestion that the Colored Female Building be 
extended to take in the side gallery fronting Robertson 
Street, and about ten feet additional. This improvement 
will give us sixty-nine additional beds. 

Main Building.— The addition of another story to the 
main building is not only practicable, but the most economi- 
cal measure we could employ to increase the bed capacity of 
the Hospital. For your information this building is, perhaps, 
one of the most securely constructed buildings in the city. 
Every division wall in the building is two and one-half 
bricks thick and extends without a break from the ground 
through to the roof, making it possible, by tiling all hall 
floors and boarding over cement walls and floors, to make 
this building fireproof. 

This addition, besides giving us increased ward ser- 
vice by having a flat roof, would give the Hospital a much- 
needed open roof garden for the open-air treatment re- 
ferred to by Dr. Bel. It will likewise prove interesting to 
you to learn that, in view of the present weight of the im- 
mense roof, the slate and joists at present employed, the 
addition of another story and flat-roof covering will lighten 
the weight on the walls fully ten per cent, and strengthen 
the entire structure. When you consider that the expense 
of operating the Delgado Hospital is approximately twelve 
thousand dollars a year for a bed capacity of 121 beds, 
and this improvement will give us 165 beds, besides the sun 
gallery, and will only cost the hospital less than six thousand 
dollars a year, you reach the reasons of our views as to it 
being an economical investment. Besides, consider the cost 
of the Delgado Memorial, in view of its specific use, amphi- 
theatre, etc., a cost of $168,000, covering 121 beds, whD 
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this improvement, with beds, cost but $45,000 complete in 
every respect and furnished. 

Carpenter Shop. — The Hospital employs from two to 
four painters all during the year, and two carpenters, reno- 
vating and repairing all Hospital buildings and furniture, 
and making coffins, lockers, tables and general cabinet work, 
and glazing, etc. We recommend, in view of the room 
afforded by discontinuance of stalls formerly used by horses, 
that the carpenters' quarters be enlarged, and that we pur- 
chase an electric motor for the making of coffins, instead of 
hand as now employed, which will save time, labor and ex- 
pense. 

Combining the suggestions of Dr. Geo. S. Bel and the 
additional suggestions made by your Committee, the follow- 
ing is arranged in the order that the improvements can be 
approached with a thorough knowledge of succeeding im- 
provements. We list separately the specific buildings, as 
many of the improvements suggested cannot be thought of 
until our hopes, as far as these buildings are concerned, are 
realized. To illustrate : We cannot avail ourselves of the 
ward service in the building now occupied as a kitchen, 
dining-room and Sisters' quarters until the Administration 
Building is erected. Nor can we meet the views of Dr. Bel 
in the matter of the cleansing of the clothes of patients until 
a new laundry building, modern and with heavier capacity, 
is erected and equipped with a sterilization plant; nor can 
we segregate the contagious and infectious cases with more 
safety and care than presently employed until we have the 
Isolation Building, and so on, nor can you increase your 
orderlies and attendants and get better service thereby until 
you can give such employees a suitable place to live in. 

Land. — The Hospital now owns without incumbrance 
a plot of ground on Gravier Street next to the Engineer's 
Department, approximately 22,500 square feet, or one-half 
square of ground, more than ample to erect the laundry 
building. The open ground next adjoining the Hutchinson 
Memorial is easily 200x200 square feet, which is the fixed 
location of the Administration Building. 
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The present laundry building and engine shop in the 
rear of the present Sisters' building is the ideal location 
for the Isolation Building, from which it is apparent we 
have the ground vacant upon which to erect the additional 
buildings required. 

First. Laundry building and equipment sewing- 
rooms, linen storage, repair and general domestic 
affairs 578,000 

Second. Administration building, Sisters' dormi- 
tories, chapel, bath, storage, etc 160,000 

Third. Isolation building 50.000 

Fourth. Kitchen building, dining-room, student:-'

These figures are the result of careful study of your 
House Committee and Chief Engineer Ponder, and in most 
instances plans are on file and the estimates furnished by 
prominent architects. 



Conclusion. 

As a natural consequence, in the consideration of all 
of the foregoing the cost of maintenance and sustenance of 
increased attendants, nurses and patients should be seri- 
ously considered as increasing commensurately with the 
gradual increase of our facility for caring for them, as 
precedent has firmly established the fact that, as fast as 
increase our bed capacity by additional Hospital service, 
just so hurriedly are the beds occupied by the sick, and in- 
creased demand made upon our exchequer for sustenance 
and for additional nurses and help. 

With the completion of the Delgado Memorial Hospital, 
donated to the State through the beneficence of Mr. Isaac 
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Delgado. which cost $200,000, you accepted an increased 
expense along these lines of approximately $12,000 per year. 

While the increase in this expense will be gradual, it 
safe to say that, if we were in position to carry out the vk 
herein ex; it would cost the State approximately just 

twice as mur- are now paying for help, sustenance 

and maintenance. 

Along this line of thought the true value of building 
furniture and equipment, by careful appraisement, amounts 
to $1,593,933.13, and our annual total cost of operation for 
1910 amounts to $204,707.80, of which amount $20,000 was 
spent for permanent improvement, making the net cost of 
operation $184,707.80, so that we give treatment to an aver- 
age daily attendance of 870 sick people, furnish them with 
the best of medical and surgical attention, with a corps of 
over 125 Sisters and nurses, provide for help, sustain the 
sick while in the Hospital, give the general public a free 
Pasteur Department, furnish gratis all medicine, charge f 0r 
nothing, not one penny; give approximately 140,000 clinical 
visit treatments to white and colored, male and female; oper- 
ate an emergency ambulance service, maintain a corps of 
graduate students, operate a thorough engineering plant. 
operate our own laundry, maintain a home for seventy-od^ 
nurses, furnishing hot and cold sterilized water to thirteen 
buildings over five squares of ground, all for an approximate 
cost, independent of clinical service, of 58 cents per day p^j. 
patient, entitling us, and the executive department under u s 
to all praise for a careful and conservative management. 

It is but fair to assume that the State of Louisiana, i^ 
view of the most satisfactory indorsements of its Traveling 
Auditor, the Hon. A. If. Smith, as to our careful and eco~ 
nomic management, realizing that we repair, paint and care 
for its property, attend to the wants of its indigent sick, at 
a cost of less than 11 per cent, per annum, or 1 per cent, p^j. 
month, of the Hospital's appraised valuation of buildings an<j 
equipment, which is $1,593,933.13, against our actual annual 
expense of $184,707, that they would increase our appropria- 
tion at least to enable us to care for the increased number 
that come to us. 
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If it were possible to reach our ambitions and make the 
improvements suggested our institution would then com- 
pare with the best-equipped pay sanitarium of the country. 
Believing that no expense, economically used, would be too 
great to attend the comfort of the unfortunate indigent sick, 
while we feel that our institution, beyond some few improve^ 
ments imperative and necessary can compare favorably with 
any similar institution in the country, we add our earnest 
hope that in some way our financial affairs may be so en- 
hanced as to enable us to make all the improvements sug-

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Annual Report of the Finance Committtee of the 
Charity Hospital of Louisiana. 



New Orleans, February 1, 1911. 
To the Vice-President and Board of Administrators: 

Gentlemen — Your Finance Committee respectfully 
report that the accompanying statements, prepared by the 
Treasurer, have been duly examined and found correct. 
These statements give a history in detail of all the receipts 
and disbursements during the year 1910. They show total 
revenues of $200,439.93 for 1910, as against $204,707.80 
of expenditures, showing a deficit of $4,267.87 for 1910. In 
other words, the annual statement of the Charity Hospital's 
expenses shows an increase over the receipts for the vear by 
an amount of $4,267.87. 

During the year it was necessary to make a loan of 
$36,500 from the Special Fund, of which $19,413.74 was 
used for improvements made during the year 1910, leaving 
the General Fund owing the Special Fund a balance for 
1911 of $16,586.26. 

The cash statement shows on January 1, 1911, a bal- 
ance of $23,257.60 as cash on hand, and bonds amounting 
to $8,216.25 for the Delgado Memorial Hospital. 

The items of disbursements, as per comparative state- 
ment of receipts and disbursements for the years 1909 and 
1910, show an increase of $18,870.79, less a decrease of 
$17,211.42, making a net increase of $1,659.37 for the year 
1910. 

The principal increases in disbursements are: Milk, 
$450.58; ice, $278.85; groceries, $1,932.54; house-furnish- 
ing and dry-goods, $4,573.46; marketing, $1,027.32; general 
and contingent expenses, $2,919.21. 
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The following items of receipts show increases during 
the past year: Hospital appropriations, $10,000 (see appen- 
dix) ; discount, $287.68; interest, $311.77; gate fees, 
$642.60; pasteur treatment (from citizens of other States) , 
$250; interest op Special Fund, $1,563.22. 

The statement of the Special Fund shows a balance of 
$17,411.95 to its credit, lending to Special Fund $19,413.74, 
and to general fund $16,586.26. The Treasurer has made a 
full statement of improvements made during the year 1910, 
showing in detail all improvements that have been made 
during the year. The donations during the year show 
amount received, $1,821. During the year, however, the 
Hospital has been compelled to return to the heirs of Albert 
Derigny, as a compromise made with Mr. Harry H. Hall, 
on the advice of Attorneys Farrar, Jonas, Goldsborough & 
Goldberg, the sum of $878,94. Up to this writing, while 
the late Mrs. Richardson donated the sum of $5,000 to the 
Charity Hospital, the said amount has not yet been received, 
but we hope to be placed in possession of same in the near 
future. We especially invite your attention to the appendix 
attached to the comparative statement, which has been pre- 
pared by the Treasurer, which will give you explanations 
of several of the accounts of receipts and expenditures, and 
will clear up some apparent inconsistencies. 

The usefulness of the Charity Hospital has been greatly- 
extended in the last year. The number of indoor and out- 
door patients has been materially increased, therefore ex- 
penses must necessarily multiply, and greater appropria- 
tions will be required from the State to meet the same. 
Some provision should also be made to return the loans 
made by the Special Fund, as it is a sacred fund, intended 
for specific purposes. 

The Treasurer has prepared, by and with the assist- 
ance of Mr. Peter Gallagher, auctioneer and expert ap- 
praiser, a tableau showing the valuations of the real estate, 
buildings and properties owned by the Charity Hospital, 
amounting to $1,319,000. He has also obtained inventories 
of the contents of the said buildings, Drug, Pathological and 
Engineer's Departments, showing an amount of $274,933.13. 
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The total valuation of the Charity Hospital to the State of 
Louisiana is $1,593,933.13. 

We have prepared forms of our own for our insurance 
policies, and beg to report that the same have been accepted 
by the underwriters, and we are carrying an insurance on 
the Delgado Memorial Hospital of $115,000; on the Richard 
Milliken Memorial, $75,000; on the Josephine Memorial, 
known as the Home for Trained Nurses, of $24,500. Our 
steam boilers are insured for $20,000, and other properties 
of the Hospital in an amount of $17,555.

GBNTLEUBN — It is my proud privilege to present to 
you to-night a report of the work institution for the 

year ending December 31, 1910. 

On January 1st there were 785 patients within our 
waits; 11,813 were admitted during the year, making a total 
of 12,098 inmates for the year. There was a daily average 
of 870 patients, and 819 remained on January 1. 1911. 

Besides this number there were 8,550 cases treated in 
the accident and emergency service; and 18,916 new pa- 
tients, who received 98,596 treatments, were treated in the 
outdoor clinic department; and 1,682 were treated by the 
Ambulance Corps at their homes, or at the site where they 
were hurt or taken sick; so that we cared in all for not 
less than 40,000 people, a number sufficient to populate a 
good-sized city. 

Of the total of 12,098 inmates, 9,700 were discharged 
cured, improved or unimproved, and 1.579 died, giving us ^ 
gross death rate of thirteen per cent. Five hundred and six 
of these were more or less moribund when brought in, dying-* 
within a few hours after admission. The net rate, after de- 
ducting these, was 8.8 per cent. Again, 880, or 55.73 per 
cent, of the deaths, were the result of such incurable condi- 
tions as tuberculosis, to the number of 265; organic heart 
disease, 155; Bright's disease, 224; and accidents, poisons; 
and violence, 236. There were 224 Coroner's cases. 
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In the A. B. Miles Surgical Amphitheatre there were 
8,550 accident and emergency cases given immediate atten- 
tion, and 2,798 operations were performed. In the Delgado 
Memorial Operating Rooms 1,319 operations were per- 
formed, making a total of 4,117 operations in all. Ether 
anaesthesia was induced 2,228 times; chloroform, 111 times; 
other forms of general anesthesia, 64 times; spinal anal- 
gesia, 233 times, and local anaesthesia, 281 times. 

The addition of the Delgado Memorial Operating Rooms 
to our previous facilities has been a great aid, and rendered 
it possible to do nearly double the amount of surgery done 
before. We now use these rooms not only for the patients 
of the Delgado Memorial, but for those of the Milliken 
Memorial as well, obviating the necessity of carrying the 
children two or three hundred yards to and from the Main 
Amphitheatre. 

The Ambulance Corps was prompt in responding to 
1,682 calls, made in an average time of twenty-three min- 
utes. This service has been very materially improved by 
the use, since April 28th, of the new automobile ambulance, 
the gift of an unknown donor. We have thereby been en- 
abled to reduce the average time of making a call from 
twenty-eight, to twenty and nineteen minutes. 

In the Obstetrical Service, 365 women were delivered 
and 367 children were born, there being two cases of twins. 
There were five deaths in this department, only one being 
due to septicemia, in the ease of a colored woman brought in 
from the outside in labor. 

The Pathological Department has been most ably con- 
ducted by Dr. 0. L. Pothier, the pathologist, with the help 
of Dr. M. J. Couret, his assistant. Many improvements have 
been made in this department. There were 17,773 specimens 
examined, an increase of more than 2,000 over the previous 
year. 

The Pasteur Department, also under the management 
of the pathologist, has continued to increase in utility; 635 
persons bitten by dogs suspected of having hydrophobia hav- 
ing received attention, as against 587 the year before.

The pupils of the Training School for Nurses have been 
faithful workers and diligent pupils. A high standard of 
efficiency has been maintained, and thirty-three graduates 
were awarded diplomas on December 10th. 

Our Resident Student Corps have labored arduously i n 
their respective services. 

The members of the Visiting Staff have given their val u- 
able services with the same untiring devotion and kind in- 
terest in their work. 

Many necessary improvements have been made during 
the year, to wit : 

A glass shed has been erected over the side entrance 
to the main building, protecting ambulance and other p^_ 
tients in inclement weather. 

A hot and cold water sterilizer of increased capacity 
has replaced the old and smaller one in the A. B. Mil«»s. 
Surgical Amphitheatre. 

An ordinance has been introduced in the City Coin-s- 
ell, providing for the paving of Villere Street, from th e 
Hospital to Canal Street, and the other streets surroimd. 
ing the Hospital. 

The floor of the entrance and Main Hall of the Ma» n 
Building have been tiled and the walls painted, the ol j 
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unsightly elevator removed, and the old radiators replaced 
by new open ones, and the memorial tablet placed in the 
main entrance, completely transforming the entire view, 
giving the visitor as he enters the front door a much more 
cheerful and inspiring sight. 

A new electric elevator has been installed in the Main 
Building. 

An electric elevator has been installed in the White 
Women's Building. 

A dumb-waiter has been installed at each end of the 
Main Building, and one in the Colored Women's Building. 

The colored surgical wards have been removed from 
the first to the third floor of the Main Building, the old 
elevator space on the third floor converted into a spa- 
cious dressing-room, and that on the second floor into a 
small dormitory for the male help. 

In the Laundry there have been installed one new 
washer, one new mangle, and two new drying-rooms, and 
Mr, Delgado has donated one extractor. 

The Kitchen has been enlarged, and improved din- 
ing facilities afforded the male and female help. 

These improvements have helped to facilitate the work 
of the house and increased the comfort of our patients and 
employees. 

But there are many other things needed, and for which 
provision must be made, if we are to continue to maintain 
our good name. I will leave to a committee, especially ap- 
pointed for that purpose, the naming of all these things that 
we need and ought to have, but beg that you consider par- 
ticularly the proposal to add another story to the Main Build- 
ing, and an addition to the Colored Women's Building, both 
of which improvements will, at a cost of not more than 
$50,000, give us an additional 230 beds, and very materially 
relieve the present congestion in the Hospital, of which you 
may get some idea from the fact that, though we had but 
976 beds actually in service in the various wards, we had on 
the 9th instant 1,004 patients. It is evident that a gi 
number must have slept on the floor, or two in a bed. 
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Here let me pause a moment to call your attention to 
the phenomenal Increase in the work of the Hospital last 
year, as compared with the previous year, which was trie 
largest in our history up to that time. There has been an 
increase in the work of every department, without exception, 
as a glance at the following comparative list will show :

Even the increase in the gross death rate from 12.6 to 
13 per cent, is significant, for it is the result of having ha.<j 

to refuse admission to a great many patients in those 3^ 

partments that are most crowded, which means that only 
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the more seriously sick were admitted and treated, and the 
mortality among them was necessarily higher. 

Another significant item is shown in the following par- 
tial list of the purchases by the Department of Pharmacy, 
which includes the more commonly used pharmaceuticals, 
the average increase being 50 per cent., and in some in- 
stances over 200 per cent

All this means that not only have we treated a large 
number of patients, but we have done more for them than 
in previous years; for with the advances in modern methods 
of diagnosis, and our increasing knowledge of the causes 
and nature of many diseases that a few years ago were 
unknown or unrecognized, there have been instituted more 
active and thorough methods of treatment, requiring not 
only medicines, and instruments and apparatus, but a 
trained professional body of increasing size. Some idea of 
this increase may be gained from the fact that the official 
reports show that there were ten physicians on our Visiting 
Staff in the year 1880, thirty in 1890, eighty in 1900, and 
130 in 1910. 

Yet with all the increased cost of treating each patient 
due to causes just stated and the increase in the cost of 
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living, and particularly of the necessities of life, we are 
running this institution at an average gross cost of 58 cents 
a day per patient, which is about one-fourth %vhat it costs 
in the majority of institutions of a like character in the 
United States. 

It is to the economy and untiring work of our Sisters 
of Charity that we owe the possibility of accomplishing' 
what we do with so little money. For not only do they 
themselves work without compensation, except food and 
clothing, but they thereby set an example to the more able- 
bodied and the convalescent among the patients, who \vill_ 
ingly do a large part, of the domestic work and help in the 
nursing according to their ability. 

Mr. John Ponder, our Engineer; Mr. Jas. R. Leake, ou r 
Clerk, and Captain L. P. Delahoussaye, our Secretary, have 
been ever kind and courteous in the conduct of their depart- 
ments. 

Our good, noble band of Sisters of Charity, under th« 
guidance of Sister Mary Agnes,— whom, though she has 
been with us but a short time, we have learned to love and 
revere,— have worked faithfully in their humble, unassum- 
ing way, toiling unceasingly in their labor of love, spread- 
ing sunshine and good cheer among the sick, standing as a 
living example and insuring the moral integrity of our insti- 
tution. 

In conclusion I desire to express my appreciation of the 
valuable assistance and earnest co-operation of my assist- 
ants, Dr. W. S. W. Stafford and Dr. C. G. Cole, and m y 
heartfelt thanks to your Honorable Body for your unceasing 
kindness and the encouragement of all my efforts.

Dear Sir— I take pleasure in hereby notifying you that 
the Abbott Automobile Company delivered to the Hospital 
this afternoon the magnificent new automobile ambulance 
donated by a generous unknown philanthropist, through Dr. 
E. A. Edbrooke. 

Two of our drivers have been thoroughly instructed in 
running and handling the machine, and have had more than 
two weeks' practice with it, so that they are perfectly com- 
petent to take care of it. 

It was owing to the desire to thoroughly train our driv- 
ers and to give them this experience that the formal accept- 
ance of it was postponed to this day. 

It is indeed a beautiful piece of work and has excited the 
admiration and praise of all who have seen it, until it is now 
the subject of talk throughout the city. 

It is up-to-date in every respect, and is equipped with 
all the latest appliances that go to make up a perfect ambu- 
lance. It can accommodate six patients at a time and will 
therefore be able, in case of a catastrophe where many peo- 
ple are hurt, to carry three times as many patients as our 
horse ambulances. Besides, it can travel much faster, and 
for an indefinite period, and for the longest distance with the 
same ease as for short distances. It will therefore be the 
means of saving many lives, as, for instance, in cases of heat 
prostration, asphyxia, poisoning, and many other conditions 
where it is necessary to reach the patient as quickly as pos- 
sible with medical assistance, or get him quickly to the Hos- 
pital for special treatment. For, while the horses may be 
galloped at full speed for short runs, they cannot go very 
fast for long runs, such as to Carrol lton or the Barracks. 

Taking all these things into consideration, I feel that 
the kind donor deserves the thanks and appreciation of all 
those who have the welfare of the poor and the relief of suf- 
fering humanity— rich or poor— at heart. For no gift was 
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ever made for a more worthy purpose, nor was ever money 
put to better use, 

Let us congratulate ourselves and the people of this city 
and State on the possession of such a valuable necessary 
adjunct to our Hospital, and let us hope that the example 
of this good-hearted citizen, whose modesty has caused his 
name to be kept from the public, may be emulated by others 
who may be well blessed with the goods of this world, to the 
end that we may be soon able to procure a new Laundry 
Isolation Hospital, Dormitory, new buildings for patients^ 
and many other things which we need so badly, but which w-e 
must do without for lack of funds.

In contemplating in retrospect the work of the year 
1910 we find cause for congratulation in the fact that ^ e 
did the largest year's work in the history of our institution. 

We had a larger daily average number of patients 
within our walls, we treated a larger number of out-do 0r 
patients, and had a larger number of accident cases treated 
in our Amphitheatre and by our Ambulance service than 
ever before. 

Yet our death rate has been comparatively lower, ,j e _ 
spite the fact that though we were extremely crowded last 
year no additional accommodations have been provided to 
keep pace with the increased number to be taken care of. 

The volume and character of our work is hardly app^. 
ciated by the general public. During the past year more 
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than ten thousand* people slept within our wards. Ours is 
the broadest charity in the land, for no matter what a man's 
nationality, or race, or social or physical condition may be, 
all that we ask is that he be in need of medical attention 
and he is admitted as a patient. What would the poor of 
our city and state and adjoining states, and even distant 
states and countries, do, who land in our midst and have 
not the means to pay for a physician, were it not for the 
open gates of the Charity Hospital? And here they get not 
only better attention than they could possibly have in their 
own homes, but in some respects better than any money 
could buy anywhere. 

Our Ambulance and accident service and our Pasteur 
Institute are patronized by the richest in the land, as well 
as the poorest, because there is nothing better of its kind to 
be had for money. 

But have we all the facilities that we should have? Not 
by a great deal. True we do wonders with what we have. 
We run our Hospital on one-third or one-fourth what it 
costs to run other institutions doing an equal amount of 
work of a like character, due mainly to the economy prac- 
ticed under the able management of our Sisters of Charity, 
and the fact that they themselves work for no compensa- 
tion, save for the clothing that they wear. 

But there are many things considered essential in a 
general hospital that we must do without because of lack of 
funds. 

We should have at least another auto-ambulance. The 
new one donated during the year by an unknown donor has 
done excellent work and reduced the average time of each 
call from thirty to eighteen minutes, which included calls 
made by the horse ambulance. 

We need additional buildings for more wards for 
patients who are now forced to sleep on mattresses on the 
floor, or two in a bed. 

We need dormitories for the male and female help, the 
majority of them having to sleep in wards with sick people. 

We need a modern laundry, much of the washing being 
done by hand. We need an ice plant and an electric plant. 
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We are the only institution in the city that treats ir»- 
fectious diseases, yet we have not a building in which to 
isolate them, but must put them in buildings with other 
patients. We should have a special building to take care of 
our tuberculosis cases. 

All these and many other lesser things are pressing- 
needs, and though we are thankful that we have been able 
to accomplish so much in the past with our present facil- 
ities and the last General Assembly, owing mainly to the 
interest of Governor Sanders in our behalf, was as generous 
as state finances would permit, I desire to voice the New 
Year's wish that some body or bodies unusually well blessed 
with worldly possessions, some Rockefeller or Carnegie, or 
some other Mrs. Milliken or Mr. Delgado, may chance to 
appreciate the character and volume of our work, see our 
wants and provide substantially for them.

Then the true measure of its 
achievement? is found by comparing the work of the cur- 
rent year with that of the preceding years. 

For the details of the year's work we refer to the able 
reports of our esteemed Vice-President, Dr. E. S. Lewis, 
and House Surgeon, Dr. J. A. Danna, to whose painstaking 
labor we owe the commendable manner in which the sub- 
ject is placed before the public. 

In reviewing the work done in the various departments 
of the Charity Hospital for the year 1910, one cannot be 
otherwise than surprised at the amount that has been ac- 
complished and the extent to which suffering has been re- 
lieved. 

The armamentarium of a hospital is one of its most im- 
portant adjuncts. It is here that a word in conclusion, how- 
ever, of the medical co-workers. Sisters and nurses of our 
Hospital will not be amiss. 

The House and Visiting Staffs represent the highest 
professional skill obtainable in the South, co-operating with 
the management in ministering to the needs of the patients 
at the Hospital. 

It is our privilege to express the appreciation of the 
management of the marked devotion of the members of the 
House and Visiting Staffs to the interest of the Institution. 
These gentlemen give their time and attention to the needs 
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of the sick and suffering with such tender solicitude as to 
greatly lessen the sense of discomfort and brighten the lives 
of those to whom they minister. 

We cannot too highly praise the sympathetic care and 
skillful attention of the disciplined corps of Sisters of Char- 
ity, which has done so much to soothe and alleviate the suf- 
fering and distress of the inmates of the Institution. Up- 
wards of forty members of this order devote their lives to 
the work without salary. Many of the Sisters are trained 
nurses, and in this capacity they excel. Every head nurse 
is a Sister of Charity, and brings to the department of 
which she is the head the valuable counsel and conservative 
guidance that result from large experience and wide re- 
search. 

This feature of experienced and continuous sup er . 
vision by a Sister who is a trained nurse is one of the most 
potent factors in keeping the Institution in the front rank 
of hospitals. It is most reassuring to the sick to know that 
the nurse is personally directed by a Sister, who sees that 
the patient's every need is promptly supplied. 

The Internes deserve special commendation for their 
generous and efficient labors. The agreeable manner in 
which they at all times comport themselves is truly app re . 
dated and elicits our sincere interest in their present an< j 
future welfare. 

No department in our Institution is worthier of praise 
than the Training School. 

The corps of pupil nurses continues to do credit to the 
Institution, and prove an interest in the welfare of the Hos- 
pital which is, indeed, gratifying. 

The high appreciation of service rendered by our grad- 
uate nurses is shown by the constant demands made by p a _ 
tients and physicians for their services. 

At a former meeting of the Board we were requested to 
submit a report upon the needs of our Hospital. 

In compliance with that request we beg to make the 
followng report: 

We wish to preface this, however, by the following 
remarks— that the present advancement of our Institution 
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is worthy of favorable comment and reflects very creditably 
upon its officials in the face of the many obstacles, particu- 
larly insufficient finances, which they have been forced to 
surmount. 

However, even at present, some few necessary im- 
provements are compatible with our means at hand. Again, 
other portions of our report can only be practical when fur- 
ther funds are obtained, and these changes, we feel, are of 
such vital importance that the provision for carrying them 
out must be made in some manner by us, the members of 
the Board of Administrators. 



Needs op the Hospital. 

Better means are needed for cleaning patients when 
they are admitted into the Hospital and keeping them clean 
thereafter. 

For this purpose a considerable increase in the bathing 
facilities of the Institution is needed. 

Further, such improvement calls for a number of male 
orderlies and female servants, who should be able-bodied, 
properly housed, fed, clothed and paid. 

The clothing of all patients, no matter how shabby or 
worn, should be removed on admission and subject to disin- 
fection before being returned to them during their stay or 
discharge from the Institution. 

A large sterilizer for the Hospital is very much needed 
for the following purposes : 

Wearing apparel, bed clothing, mattresses, everything 
in contact with the sick, should be placed in the large steril- 
ilizer and submitted to the action of steam until thoroughly 
cleansed. All the disease germs are thus annihilated, and 
the danger of infection, even the least, entirely banished. 

In the Dressing-Rooms provision should be made for 
steam sterilizing all dishes, pitchers, jars, etc., and for 
cleansing the walls and floors by flushing to a central floor 
outlet. This is a crying need, especially in the venereal 
wards. 
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In the medical service provision should be made for 
steam sterilizing of dishes, urinals, bed pans, etc., so as to 
kill all germs and prevent dissemination of poison or dis- 
ease. This is especially true in typhoid-fever patients and 

other infectious diseases. 



Isolation Building. 

One of the very important needs of our Hospital is a 
building, or several buildings, entirely separated from the 
main buildings, for our highly-contagious and infectious 
diseases — for example, scarlet fever, measles, diphtheria, 
erysipelas, etc. In a hospital of this magnitude the danger 
of the introduction of contagious diseases is always to be 
dreaded. 

When we consider the manner in which the wards of 
this Hospital open upon each floor, and the difficulty of even 
isolating one floor from another, we begin to appreciate the 
danger of the introduction of contagious diseases among our 
patient population. 

To overcome this danger as far as possible we urgently 
recommend the erection of an isolation building, in which 
all contagious diseases can be separately treated. A portion 
of the building could be reserved for the detention of all 
suspicious cases, which could be observed and cared for 
until a positive diagnosis could be made, before a transfer 
to the Hospital proper is ordered, without danger of expos- 
ure to themselves or others, as, unfortunately, is existing 
at the present timo. 

We are confident that the friends of the Institution win 
aid the Board of Administrators to make it possible to pro- 
vide this most valuable adjunct, which would prove of such 
vital importance to its best interests and to those of its 
inmates. 

Those to whom Providence has generously granted the 
means and the inclination to help their fellow-men can find 
here ample opportunity for the widest benefaction. 
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Help in the Hospital and Quarters for Same. 

The care of its employees is a feature which our Hospi- 
tal, though recognizing to its fullest extent, seems unable, 
unfortunately, to provide for on account of financial con- 
dition. 

The quarters assigned to some of our help are over- 
crowded, unsanitary and unattractive, and they often sleep 
in the same wards with the sick. 

The absence of suitable quarters for employees has con- 
tributed in a large measure to the difficulty of securing and 
retaining a proper grade of help. 

Far too little financial inducement is offered to some of 
our employees. It follows that an inferior class of help is 
employed, and usually such that find difficulty in obtaining 
employment elsewhere. 

There is, consequently, an everchanging of service, and 
the result is unsatisfactory to all concerned, the manage- 
ment is constantly annoyed and the supposed economy is 
the source of much of the complaint that finds its way to the 
public. 

Overcrowded Wards. 

Some of the wards, particularly the colored wards, are 
especially overcrowded, and space originally intended to ac- 
commodate twelve to sixteen patients has been forced to 
hold more — sometimes there being three patients in two 
beds. Such crowded condition of the Hospital wards is 
unhygienic, not beneficial to the unfortunate sick, and does 
not permit the physicians and nurses to do their work to the 
best advantage. 

The addition of another story or floor to the Main 
Building would be of immense benefit and relieve the situa- 
tion at once; it would also make possible the open-air and 
modern treatment of the advanced cases of pulmonary 
tuberculosis. 

It seems likely that one of the causes for overcrowding 
the Institution will continue and that more and more this 
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Hospital will become a hospital-home for incurable ^ 
chronic individual, and for infirm and senile persons. 

Vacuum Cleaning System. 

The leading hospital authorities agree, wherepower i 9 
available, that every hospital should be provided witfc a 
vacuum cleaning plant. 

The chief advantage of the vacuum cleaning system is 
that all dust and dirt are taken directly to the receiver 
without disturbing or distributing the particles of dust: or 
bacteria which are always a menace where the floor is 3w ept 
in the ordinary way. as our Hospital is now doing. 

Garbage Crematory. 

The disposal of garbage and waste accumulation f^ m 
the wards forms one of the most serious problems that con- 
front the Hospital. There is but one safe method of disi> 0salf 
and that is by cremation, prompt, swift and sure 

We do not believe you can recommend too strongly the 
use of such an apparatus for hospital purposes. 

REFRIGERATING PLANT FOR THE PRESERVATION OF Djg^ 

BODIES. 

This is needed for the following reasons: 

Bodies often lie for hours, whapped merely in a sheet. 
in the anteroom of the Pathological Department, aj^ „ 
warm weather undergo rapid putrefaction. 

The bodies, therefore, should be put in a f^^f -roo m , 
which prevents decomposition and preserves the bodies f or 
several days, if necessary, and protects them from va* iou| 
insects. 

Exercising Booms are required, properly equi ftped 
with the necessary apparatus for the r J 3 * ratlon t .°*J U ^ction 
to limbs and organs that seriously handicap their Unf<jr 
UnZ possessors in the struggle for existence. 
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Hydbotherapeutic Department. 

It should be fitted with all the appliances necessary for 
the various forms of bath treatment. Such treatment would 
be of material benefit to the patient. Massage treatments 
should also have their place. 

An Electro-Therapeutical Room, with a complete 
equipment for the use of electricity in the diagnosis and 
treatment of diseases, is also needed. 

The X-Ray Department is sadly in need of greater 
improvements, especially for the medical service — particu- 
larly for floroscopic work. 

The Sisters of the Charity Hospital need no intro- 
duction. They do not work for remuneration, nor do they 
seek for glory or other emolument. Theirs is a task of lov- 
ing kindness and devotion to the interests of the Hospital 
and care of the indigent sick. 

Their recognized ability and knowledge as trained head 
nurses, never changing, and as a consequence attaining suc- 
cess and additional scientific professional knowledge as such, 
render their services incalculable. 

We recommend that, their quarters being entirely in- 
sufficient, a new home be established for their special abode, 
and the premises now used by them be utilized for additional 
hospital purposes. 

While the foregoing are, in our opinion, some of im- 
perative, but all of special, importance, we are not un- 
mindful of the enormous amount of finances necessary to 
bring them about successfully. It occurs to us that the best 
possible plan would be a consideration of the conditions as 
set forth, with a view of remedying them, step by step, in 
accordance with the means at hand ; or, in other words, to 
have before us at all times our wants as a whole, and, while 
modify or improve one condition, can be in a position to 
know of the improvement it will have towards the final cor- 
rection of the whole. 

We should be frank about the needs of the Hospital — 
the more frank we are and the more generally they are 
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known to the public at large tb M we vvi11 b = 

oar institution up to a higher standard. 

In conclusion, we hereby recommend that the members 
of the Board of Administrators of this Charity Hospital 
accompany th.- Medical Committee, House Surgeon, and Sis- 
ter Superior Agnes, to thoroughly and properly inspect the 
Hospital monthly, at a date and hour to be fixed by the 
Board, thus seeing the weakness as well as the strength of 
the Institution. 

In this manner we will not be allowed to drift along m 
ignorance, patting ourselves on the back and believing that 
we have the best hospital in the country.

Report of Chairman of Faculty. 

New Orleans, December 10, 1910. 

To the Honorable Board of Administrators of the Charity 
Hospital, New Orleans, La.; 

Gentlemen — It is my proud privilege to-day to crown 
the work of the seventeenth year of the existence of the 
Charity Hospital Training School for Nurses by presenting 
to you the class of 1910. There are to-day 104 pupils in 
the School, the same number as on the date of last gradua- 
tion, and the highest number yet reached. The present 
Junior Class of twenty-eight now becomes the Senior Class, 
and the new Junior Class will begin the year with forty- 
one pupils. The health of the individual members has been 
exceptionally good, and the highest standard of discipline 
has been maintained throughout the year. 

These young ladies are the cream of 219 applicants for 
the course of training in this institution, of which number 
sixty-eight were accepted as pupils, and the present class 
of thirty-three have stood the test of two years of hard 
work and self-sacrifice, and now stand ready to receive 
their reward at your hands. 

They have toiled in the wards, at the bedside of the 
sick and suffering, first in a minor capacity, attending to 
the general comfort of the patient, keeping him clean, the 
beds neatly made and the ward in order; later learning to 
take temperature, pulse and respiration, and properly re- 
cording them ; then trusted to administering diet and medi- 
cines; noting the progress of disease, and learning to de- 
tect changes in the patient for the better or the worse; 
training the eye, the ear, the hand, to a degree of high per- 
fection of observation and skill ; cultivating a gentle touch, 
and pouring forth that sympathy and sunshine and good 
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cheer that make of every true woman a born nurse; rising 
in the operating-room through the various steps of useful- 
ness, from pouring water from a pitcher to assisting in the 
most delicate operation — they have developed from the raw- 
recruit of the timid schoolgirl, or the sturdy working-gi r i > 
or the spoiled daughter of riches and plenty, into a full- 
fledged, thoroughly-trained, highly-skilled angel of reli, 
all under the direct guidance and instruction of those noble 
soldiers in the war against disease— moral as well as 
physical— those women who have left all that was dear to 
them in this world to devote their lives to the work of bet- 
tering the condition of the sick, and the poor, and the 
friendless, the good Sisters of Charity, nearly all holding 
diplomas from our own School, some from other training- 
schools, who are the head nurses of the various depart- 
ments, and one of whom is in charge of every ward and 
department of the institution. 

The present class have been faithful and untiring 
workers and diligent students, and the results of their ex- 
aminations have been a source of pardonable pride to the 
Faculty of Lecturers.
